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“ANTHRAX VICTIMS” DO WELL 


Inoculated Guinea Pigs Spright- 
ly and Carefree. 


EXPRESS DRIVER WORRIES. 


Developments Show Germ Scare May 
Be Unfounded. 


Bacteriologiste of the health department 
are observing daily two lively little guinea 
pigs which persist in conducting themselves 
just es would any TRPpy, Perfectly carefree 
guinea pigs. 

Nevertheless, both of the pigs are inoculated 
with germs. The germs might be anthrax. 
They were taken from the beef lungs shipped 
to Chicago from Rockford, Iii., last week for 
examination. Jacob Chapman, the express 
wagon driver, who got his hands in the con- 
tents of the box, is at the Iroquois hospital. 

Physically, Chapman is in the same condai- 
tion as the guinea pigs. He has been ex- 
posed to the germs supposed to be anthrax. 
Mentally, his condition is worse, because he 
has a better understanding of what anthrax 
germs will-do than have the guinea pigs. 

Word was received.from Rockford’ yester- 
day that veterinarians and government in- 
epectors at that place had exathined samples 
of lung tissue4aken from the same herd of 
cows from which came the expressedeample, 
and had found no trace of anthrax. This 
was welcome news to Chapman, who has 


fT been in bed at the hospital, watching in- 


wardly or outwardly for some appearance of 
the anthrax germ. 

As the great anthrax caseetands at pres- 
emt, the pliysicians can find ho symptoms of 
the germe in Chapman and the guinea pigs 
are happy and won't tell if they feel badly.

KAGOSHIMA, Japan, Jan. 17:-~Two ftur- 
ther violent eruptions of the volcano Sakura- 
Jima, accompanied by @ severe earthquake, 
occurred late last night, causing the collapse 
of many mére buildings in Kagoshima. 

Numbers of the inhabitants who had re- 
turned fled again in terror from the city. 


| Ashes are falling thickly today. 


It is impossible to give like an 
approximate estimate of the ber of vic- 
time of the recent eruptiona, earthquakes, 
and tidal wave. Some officials here express 
the hope that almost all escaped from Sa- 
kura. Othere are less optimistic. 

Prof Fusakichi Omori, the selamologist, 
pointing today to the village of Yokohama 
on Sakura, where 400 houses Ne buried in 
lava, said: ‘“ Are the people buried there as 
in Pompeii?” and anewered himself: “ Only

es in Island’s Form. 

The voléanic disturbance has caused @ 
great change in the formation of the island of 
Sakura. Lava today was flowing steadily 
down the sides of the volcano to the sea, 
increasing the area of the island as it solidi- 
Huge molten 
rocks formed a range into the see, practical- 
ly blocking the bay acrosa to Osumi. 

About seven+tenths of the island ia a desert 
of lava and the remaining land isin such a 
hopeless condition that it must be abandoned. 

Fifteen hundred of the 2,000 houses on the 
island were buried. The estimated damage 
on this account is $5,000,000. 

Prot. Omori, thé seismologist. who arrived 
here yesterday, thinks the entire volcanic 
range of Kiu-Shiu has entered upon a period 
of activity that recurs every sixty years and 
that eruptions may be expected at any time, 
especially from the volcano Unzen, eight 
miles from Obima, in the prefecture of Naga- 
saki. 


Suffering Among 

Terror and suffering mark all those who 
have escaped from Sakura. Bluejackets 
from the Japanese fleet today discovered a 
mative craft containmng sixteen refugees 
from Sakura, who were in @ starving con- 
dition. Owing to the floating masses of 
pumice stone ‘the bigh seas they had 
been unable tos ei? boat and had spent | 
three days adrift at the mercy of the ele- 
ments and without food. The biuejackets 
were able to reach them only by using a 
wedge shaped raft, with which they pierced 
a field of pumice stone resembling ice floes.

LONDON, Jan; 17.~An important example 
of the centralization of electricity supply in 
large cities le provided by the absorption 
by the Cle Parisienne de Distribution d’Elec- | 
triché of the six electric supply compainies | 
previdusly opeghting in their respective dis- 
tricts in Paris.

Six independent companies have hitherto | 
held, powers to supply in Paris. The tenure 
of their respective concessions was éighteen 
years, the dates at which these began vary- 
ing from 1880 to 1800. The terme of the 
concessions, however, did not give the city 
any Mandatory powers in regard to the pur~ 
chase of the power houses, though the mains 
lald revert to it. ‘

THE WEAKENING CLUTCH. 

Porfirio Dias decided that he had enough 
of it after fewer rebel successes than have | 
disturbed the Huerta’administration, Ma- 
dero captured Juares May 10, 1911, and 
Dias. slipped out of the capital May 26, at 
2 o'clock in thé morning for Vera Crus to 
take a boat to Europe. 

‘The fall of one city virtually ended the 
Dias rule, The dictator was old, and he had 
the toothache, but he was not so beset as 
; Huerta. His treastiry wae fall. “The Za- 
patiatas were operating in the mountains 
to the south, but they were not so daring 
then as they are now in their forays towards 
the capital. The rebels were attacking dis- 
tant federal forces and towns on the north- 
ern border. Dias resigned, saying that he 
acted to bring a return of peace to Mexico 
and spare its people further bloodshed. 

Huerta, aithough seemingly safe in the 
capital, is ptessed by victorious rebels under 
| a more competent general than Madero had. 
They have virtually cleared the northern 
states of federal troops. The United States 
is holding a larger body of Mexican soldie:s 
as refugees than Diaz had in action in any 
envagement against Madero. Huerta is flat 
financially. Business in Mexico City has 
been distressed for months by lack of cur- 
rency. Payment of interest on the national] 
debt has been defaulted. The federal 
troops are discouraged; from the first they 
were dispirited. 

Hiderta, 80 far as is known, bas no ulcer- 
ated tooth. In that respect he ia more for- 
tunate than Dias, but in none other. His 
situation is much more desperate than that 
of Dias, Mexican, politics is not ynusual in 
being founded on appetite;‘but it is unusual 
ig tho keenness of the appetite. 

Merxieans in politics are for the leader in 
politics who supplies them. Huerta is out, 
or is running out, of supplies. He says bis 
résodtces are ample. They are, but/either 
he does uot control them or they are not 
liquid: He cannot realize on them.

The peerage conferred upon ‘Sir Rufus 
Isacdcs is in accordance with official prece- 
dent, no doubt, following naturally upon 
his promotion to the lord chief justiceship; 
but in view of the prominent part which he 
played in the deplorable Marcon! business, 
the great majority of Englishmen, irrespec- 
tive of party, regret his elevation to that 
high office and to the house of lords, holding 
it to Be one of the most unfortunate results 
of the party system in recent years.

One year I raised’nearty 200 chickens, sold 
the cockerels for more thah enough to pay 
for feed consumed by all, kept the pullets 
(about ninety) and. sold from them $160.68 
worth of eggs, besides furnishing eggs for 
a large family. Cost of feed during the year, 
$67.54, leaving « profit of $102.14. _I paid 35 
or $6 for poultry netting; drinking fountain, 
louse killers, etc.. but I used twenty dozen 
eggs for hatching purposes and had the use 
of the hens to hatch an@ raise over 100 
chickens. 

My method of obtaining eggs in winter is 
te *keep the hens busy. “ Always hungary, 
always busy,” is my motto. I give them 
their breakfast after they have gone to roost 
for the night by scattering snvall grain in 
the litter and raking the Mtter over it. Then 
I empty the drinking dishes and see they 
have plenty, of shells, grit, etc. — 

In the morning as soon as they get off the 
roost. they begin te dig and scratch for their 
breakfast.

To get rid of 
ante, both large and small, I eprinkle air 
slaked rock lime at each end of the shelves; 
if they get into the cooler I sift a generous | 
supply through the ventilator. All kinds 
of ants can be destroyed by putting slaked 
lime in ‘their holes and by poufing boiling 
water on the ants themselves. I had «@ 
great deal of trouble with ants, but since 
using the lime have been free from them. 
You can find lime at places where they sell 
cement.

The society appears to have done every- 
thing possible to bring forth a good play from 
Chicago writers, and certainly as a body of

consideration to any play written by 4 mem- 
ber of the faculty of the foremost and most 
progressive educational institution in the 
middie weat. It may very well be, also, that 
the play readers for the society have passed 
up better plays than either “ The Maternal 
Instinct " or “ Cowarde "; better plays, that 
is, from members of the faculty. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the play readers have, 
in the several years’ activity of the soalety. 
discarded no play worse than either, no mat- 
ter what the angle of observation and judg- 
ment may have been! 

That the Chicago Theater society means 
well there is no question. That its members 
may grow restive under the, monotony of 
deficit is understandabie, insomuch as suc- 
cessful aim would mean the end of loss. But 
it is difficult to find anything like an explana- 
tion for the serious production of plays like 
“ The Materna] Instinct” and “‘ Cowards.’’ 
Both plays are the work of men who have to 
do with that part of the university's functions 
which is formally labeled “ literature.” Mr. 
Herrick and Mr. Lovett alike are men who 
can reasonably be regarded as approaching 
the theater solely with a view of dignifying 
it. That either should fail to meet its sheer 
technical requirements is not a matter for 
surprise or criticism. \ But neither in the re- 
spective plays mentioned has performed what 
could properly be termed a “ decent job.” 
They are Gramatically illiterate. 

It cannot truthfully be said. that either 
writer hap been compelled to fight for recog- 
nition in the theater. Bverything possible 
was done for both “ The Maternal Instinct “ 
and “Cowards.” They’ were given “ open- 
ings” which a mere mercantile manager 
would have taken great joy in and advan- 
tages, through the local pride of the daily 
and Sanday press, which are beyond the 
reach of the manager, who is a merchant.

New York, Jan- 17.—Another case of 
typhus fever came into port today on the 
steamer Belvedere from Trieste. A steerage 
passenger was the victim. Symptoms noted 


was suffering with the disease. Both were 
removed to Swinburrie island, where they will 
| be isolated and the ship was held for fumiga- 
tion. 

Dr. Joseph J. O'Connell, health Pa of 
the port, issued a statement this afternoon, 
saying that “ the discovery of another typhus 
case indicates that Mediterranean ports in 
considerable number have been infected with 
this disease, and that we are likely to meet
